CTB MESSAGE NO. 289 

1 . AT OSI WORKING MEETING AUGUST 7, SOVIET DELEGATION 
TABLED A NEW ILLUSTRATIVE TEXT OF ARTICLE III OF 
VERIFICATION AGREEMENT AND CORRESPONDING ARTICLE II OF 
TECHNICAL ANNEX, ON RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS OF DESIGNATED 
PERSONNEL CONDUCTING ON-SITE INSPECTIONS. TEXT IS GIVEN 
BELOW. /B/ INDICATES BRACKETS. DISCUSSION OF TEXT AT OSI 
MEETING IS REPORTED BY SEPTEL. 

2. BEGIN TEXT : ARTICLE III 

1. AN ON-SITE INSPECTION SHALL BE CONDUCTED PURSUANT 
TO THE PROVISIONS OF ARTICLES II AND III OF THIS AGREEMENT 
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AND ARTICLE II OF THE TECHNICAL ANNEX. 

2. /B/ DEFINITION OF DESIGNATED PERSONNEL, TAKING INTO 
ACCOUNT UK ASSOCIATION WITH THE AGREEMENT /B/. 

3. DESIGNATED PERSONNEL. IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT THEIR 
FUNCTIONS, SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT: 
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A) TO ASCERTAIN ON ARRIVAL AT THE INSPECTION AREA 

THAT THE AREA TO WHICH THEY HAVE BEEN TAKEN IS THE AGREED 
INSPECTION AREA; 

B) TO HAVE ACCESS TO THE ENTIRE AGREED INSPECTION 
AREA AND TO CARRY OUT AN UNOBSTRUCTED VISUAL SURVEY OF 
THIS AREA; 

C) TO ACQUIRE INFORMATION NECESSARY FOR THE PURPOSES 
OF INSPECTION, USING THE EQUIPMENT PROVIDED FOR IN 
ARTICLE II OF THE TECHNICAL ANNEX; AND 

D) TO IMPLEMENT OTHER METHODS OF INSPECTION AGREED 
UPON IN ADVANCE BY THE JOINT CONSULTATIVE COMMISSION IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH PARAGRAPH 5 OF THIS ARTICLE. 

4. THE HOST PARTY SHALL: 

A) TRANSPORT DESIGNATED PERSONNEL FROM THE PORT OF 
ENTRY TO THE INSPECTION AREA AND, AFTER COMPLETION OF THE 
INSPECTION, TO AN AGREED PORT OF EXIT; 

B ) PROVIDE THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL WITH EQUIPMENT 
NECESSARY TO CONFIRM THAT THEY HAVE BEEN TAKEN TO THE 
AGREED INSPECTION AREA, WITH APPROPRIATE CARTOGRAPHIC 
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MATERIAL, TELECOMMUNICATIONS WITH THEIR AUTHORITIES, 
TRANSPORTATION, LIVING AND WORKING QUARTERS AND OTHER 
SERVICES APPROPRIATE TO THE EXERCISE OF THEIR RIGHTS AND 
FUNCTIONS; AND 

C) ASSIGN ITS PERSONNEL TO PROVIDE ASSISTANCE TO THE 
DESIGNATED PERSONNEL IN CARRYING OUT THEIR FUNCTIONS AND 
TO CONDUCT A JOINT ANALYSIS OF THE INFORMATION OBTAINED BY 
THE PARTIES DURING THE INSPECTION. 

5. ADDITIONAL RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS OF THE DESIGNATED 
PERSONNEL, INCLUDING THE USE OF EQUIPMENT NECESSARY FOR 
THIS, SHALL BE AGREED UPON BY THE PARTIES IN THE JOINT 
CONSULTATIVE COMMISSION. 

6. RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS OF DESIGNATED PERSONNEL AND 
EQUIPMENT USED FOR THE PURPOSES OF INSPECTION SHALL BE 
SPECIFIED BY THE PARTIES IN DETAIL IN THE COURSE OF REACH 

ING AGREEMENT ON THE PROCEDURES FOR CONDUCTING AN ON-SITE 
INSPECTION IN ACCORDANCE WITH PARAGRAPH 5 OF ARTICLE II 
OF THIS AGREEMENT. 
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7. THE PARTIES MAY AGREE TO EXTEND ANY TIME PERIOD 
SPECIFIED IN ARTICLE II OF THE TECHNICAL ANNEX. 

8. DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHALL, AT THE SITE OF THE 
INSPECTION, PREPARE A REPORT ON ITS RESULTS CONTAINING THE 
FACTUAL DATA OBTAINED BY THE PARTIES DURING THE INSPECTION, 
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AND SHALL PROMPTLY TURN OVER A COPY OF THE REPORT TO THE 
HOST PARTY.

10. /B/ PARAGRAPH OR PARAGRAPHS ON DIPLOMATIC PRIVILEGES, 
IMMUNITIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF DESIGNATED PERSONNEL, 
SIMILAR TO THE PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE VII OF THE PROTOCOL 

TO THE TREATY ON NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES 
/B/. FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES 

TECHNICAL ANNEX - ARTICLE H 

1. THE TIME AGREED FOR THE ARRIVAL OF THE DESIGNATED 
PERSONNEL AT THE SPECIFIED PORT OF ENTRY SHOULD BE NOT 
LATER THAN 30 DAYS AFTER THE PARTIES REACH AGREEMENT ON 
THAT TIME IN ACCORDANCE WITH PARAGRAPH 5 OF ARTICLE II OF 
THE AGREEMENT. THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHALL BE TRANS- 
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PORTED FROM THE PORT OF ENTRY TO THE INSPECTION AREA 
SECRET 
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WITHIN FIVE DAYS AFTER THEY ARRIVE AT THE PORT OF ENTRY, 

AND MAY REMAIN IN THE AREA FOR NOT MORE THAN /B/ 20 /B/ 

(SOVIET PROPOSAL) /B/ 30 /B/ (US PROPOSAL) DAYS IN ORDER 
TO CARRY OUT THEIR RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS. 

2. THE NUMBER OF DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHOULD NOT 
EXCEED /B/ 15 /B/ (SOVIET PROPOSAL)/B/ 30 /B/ (US PROPOSAL). 

3. THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO 

USE THE FOLLOWING TYPES OF BASIC EQUIPMENT TO BE PROVIDED 
BY EITHER PARTY: 

A) EQUIPMENT FOR DETECTING AND ANALYZING RADIO- 
ACTIVITY AND RADIOACTIVE PRODUCTS; 

B) EQUIPMENT FOR DETECTING TRACES OF ENGINEERING 
ACTIVITY; AND 

C) EQUIPMENT FOR RECORDING SEISMIC SIGNALS. 

EACH TYPE OF THIS EQUIPMENT SHALL BE PROVIDED AS A 
COMPLETE SET. 

THE REQUESTING PARTY SHALL NOTIFY THE HOST PARTY, DURING 
THE CONSULTATIONS ON THE CONDUCT OF THE INSPECTION PURSUANT 
TO PARAGRAPH 5 OF ARTICLE II OF THE AGREEMENT, WHICH 
EQUIPMENT WILL BE USED AND WHICH PARTY WILL SUPPLY IT. 

4. THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT 
THEIR RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO USE 
SUPPORT EQUIPMENT PROVIDED BY THE HOST PARTY. A DESCRIP- 
TION, SPECIFICATIONS. AND OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS OF THE 
EQUIPMENT SHALL BE PROVIDED TO THE REQUESTING PARTY 

15 DAYS BEFORE THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL ARRIVE AT THE 
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PORT OF ENTRY. 

5. THE LIST OF BASIC EQUIPMENT SPECIFIED IN PARAGRAPH 

3 OF THIS ARTICLE, THE LIST OF SUPPORT EQUIPMENT REFERRED 
TO IN PARAGRAPH 4 OF THIS ARTICLE, AND PROCEDURES FOR THE 
USE OF BASIC AND SUPPORT EQUIPMENT SHALL BE DEVELOPED IN 
ADVANCE BY THE JOINT CONSULTATIVE COMMISSION. 
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6. IF THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL, IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
PARAGRAPH 3 OF THIS ARTICLE, USE BASIC EQUIPMENT OF THE 
HOST PARTY, A DESCRIPTION OF SUCH EQUIPMENT AND ITS 
OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS SHALL BE PROVIDED TO THE REQUESTING 
PARTY NOT LATER THAN 15 DAYS PRIOR TO THE ARRIVAL OF THE 
DESIGNATED RERSONNEL AT THE PORT OF ENTRY. THE EQUIPMENT 
SHALL BE TURNED OVER TO THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL TO BE 
USED FOR THE PURPOSES OF THE INSPECTION UPON THE ARRIVAL 

OF THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL AT THE INSPECTION AREA, AND 
SHALL BE DEMONSTRATED TO BE IN WORKING ORDER. 

7. IF THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL USE THEIR OWN BASIC 
EQUIPMENT IN ACCORDANCE WITH PARAGRAPH 3 OF THIS ARTICLE, 
THE FOLLOWING PROCEDURES SHALL APPLY: 

A) NOT LATER THAN 15 DAYS BEFORE THE DESIGNATED 
PERSONNEL ARRIVE AT THE PORT OF ENTRY, THE REQUESTING PARTY 
SHALL PROVIDE THE HOST PARTY WITH TWO IDENTICAL SETS OF 
EACH TYPE OF EQUIPMENT IN SEALED CONTAINERS TOGETHER WITH 
A DESCRIPTION, SPECIFICATIONS, AND INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE 
INSTALLATION AND OPERATION OF THAT EQUIPMENT. 

B) THE PERSONNEL OF THE HOST PARTY SHALL CHOOSE ONE OF 
THESE TWO SETS FOR USE BY THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL FOR THE 
PURPOSES OF THE ON-SITE INSPECTION. THE SET CHOSEN SHALL 
BE TRANSPORTED BY THE HOST PARTY TO THE INSPECTION AREA 
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IN THE SEALED CONTAINERS IN WHICH THIS EQUIPMENT ARRIVED 
AND SHALL BE TURNED OVER TO THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL ON 
THE DAY ON WHICH THEY ARRIVE AT THE INSPECTION AREA. THE 
DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHALL DEMONSTRATE TO THE HOST PARTY 
PERSONNEL THAT THE EQUIPMENT IS IN WORKING ORDER BEFORE 
IT IS USED; 

C) THE SET OF EQUIPMENT NOT CHOSEN BY THE HOST PARTY 
PERSONNEL FOR THE PURPOSES OF ON-SITE INSPECTION SHALL BE 
AT THE DISPOSAL OF THE HOST PARTY FOR 60 DAYS AND SHALL 
THEN BE RETURNED TO THE REQUESTING PARTY; 

D) ALL EQUIPMENT USED IN THE COURSE OF AN ON-SITE 
INSPECTION MAY BE RETAINED BY THE HOST PARTY FOR A PERIOD 
OF UP TO 30 DAYS AFTER THE COMPLETION OF THE INSPECTION, 

AFTER WHICH IT SHALL BE RETURNED TO THE REQUESTING PARTY. 

8. THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO 
ACQUIRE PHOTOGRAPHS TAKEN PROMPTLY IN THE AGREED INSPECTION 
AREA AT THEIR REQUEST AND IN THEIR PRESENCE BY THE PER- 
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SONNEL OF THE HOST PARTY, USING THE PHOTOGRAPHIC EQUIPMENT 
OF THE HOST PARTY, AS WELL AS PHOTOGRAPHS OF VISUAL 
DISPLAYS AND RECORDS PRODUCED BY THE EQUIPMENT USED BY 
DESIGNATED PERSONNEL, TAKEN BY CAMERAS WHICH ARE COMPONENT 
PARTS OF SUCH EQUIPMENT. END TEXT. JOHNSON 
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
